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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 3, 5, and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wells et 
al (US Patent 5,164,717), hereinafter. Wells. 

As per claims 1, 3, 5, and 6 Wells teaches an anti-alias font generator comprising: a 
stipple buffer for holding gradation data of an anti-alias font see for example the abstract and 
figure 4, block 130; a plurality of color registers (a background and a foreground color register) 
for setting a font display color on the basis of the gradation value of said anti- alias font; and a 
blender for blending a value of said source color register and a destination color value on a frame 
memory in accordance with a blend coefficient which is the gradation data see for example 
column 6 lines 63- 67 and column 7 lines 1-12 wherein the compositing process blends a 
foreground color and intensity into background color and intensity to provide a smoothing effect 
and column 7 lines 32- 67 and column 8 lines 1- 27 wherein the compositing and dithering are 
performed in a predetermined sequence and figures 7 a- h and figure 8 a- d. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2 and 4 are allowed. 

Claims 2 and 4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure 5,555,360, 6,307,566, 5,940,080, 6,342,896, 5,831,627, and 6,393,145.
